If it s a “tonic” the family seems to 
need it’s sprouting in the garden ami 
on the lawn almost every place. This 
“tonic” is the supply of fresh greens,

Green* are delicious this time of 
year and do wonders for lagging appe­ 
tites. They are a rich source of min­ 
erals, vitamins, and roughage. Lime, 
phosphorus, and 
iron are the chief 
minerals and vitamins A, B, and C 
are found in greens. 
Whether they are to be used raw, as 
in salads, or cooked, the important 
part of preparation is the cleaning 
necessary. A vegetable brush will re-
